“Whereas, The wdcked and. cowardly assault of an anarchist assassin 
upon the Chief Magistrate of the United States, William McKinley, 
resulted in the death of the President on the morning of September 14, 
1901 ; therefore, 

“ Resolved, By the Iowa Annual Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church in Conference assembled at Newton, low’a, this 19th day of 
September, 1901 : 

“ I. That we hereby express our sense of the exalted patriotism, dis- 
tinguished ability, wise statesmanship, and high moral and Christian 
character of President McKinley, and our appreciation of the great loss 
sustained alike b}- the Church and the State in his death. 

“ 2. That w’e express also our intense abhorrence of the teachings and 
actions of the people who maintain and defend the doctrines of anarchy, 
as having led directly to this great crime, and as being a constant menace 
to the peace, order, and well-being of civil society and government. It is 
2 
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our opinion that such legislation should be had as will make the public 
advocacy or publication of such doctrines criminal. 

“ 3. That we believe the committal of such acts of violence against the 
lives or persons of the officers of the Government of the United States, 
should be made a crime against the people of the United States, triable 
before the courts of the United States, and that against their committal, 
or attempts at committal, severe penalties should be provided. 

“4. That we hereby tender to the widow and family of the deceased 
President our profound sympathy in this hour of trial and gloom, and the 
assurance of our prayers that the same abundant grace which we believe 
sustained the martyred President in the extreme moments of his earthly 
being, may be given them. 

“ 5. That we express our entire confidence in the ability, patriotism, 
and courage of President Theodore Roosevelt ; and we implore for him the 
protection of his person and life by the kind providence of God, and pray 
that he may have wisdom to guide him in the administration of the great 
concerns of the Nation now committed to him. 

“ 6. That copies of these resolutions be forwarded by the Secretary to 
Mrs. Wm. McKinley, President Roosevelt, the United States Senators from 
Iowa, and to Hon. John F. Lacey, the Congressman from this District.

Fourth Question, — The Fourth Question was called: “Who have been 
feceived on Trial?” The following were introduced to the Conference — 
the Registrar reported their examinations, they were represented by the 
Committee on Ministerial Qualifications and their Presiding Elders, and, 
on motion, w’ere admitted on trial : Orville G. Orcutt and Charles W. 
Cochran, Burlington District; George Blagg, Keokuk District; and Janies 
A. Roovaart, Oskaloosa District. 

Standing Committees, — On motion of the Secretary, the Presiding 
Elders were authorized to nominate the Standing Committees for 1902, and 
furnish the same for publication in the Conference Journal. 

Reports, — The Twentieth-century Commission presented their report, 
w'hich was adopted. On motion, the courtesies of the Conference were 
extended to Mr. C. Haw, Treasurer of the Twentieth-century Commission, 
to present his report. 

The Committee on Education presented their report. J. W. Hancher 
was invited to address the Conference in the interest of the Iowa Wes- 
leyan University. J. E. Newsom moved to amend the report by inserting 
the words. “ Iowa Wesleyan University collection ” for “ Educational collec- 
tion.” Carried. The report, as amended, was adopted. (See Report.)

— Mr. George Haw, Treasurer of the Permanent Fund, pre- 
sented his report, which was ordered printed in the Conference Journal. 

Coiiection. — On motion of W. C. Chew, a collection was taken to defray 
the expenses of the Secretaries and Treasurer, amounting to $15.87. 

Reports Fiied. — The Committee in the case of W. H. Mahaffie pre- 
sented their report, and it was filed with the Secretary of the Conference. 
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Mr. C. Haw read his report as Treasurer of the Twentieth-century Com- 
mission, and it was filed with the Secretary.

REPORTS OF PRESIDING ELDERS. 



BURLINGTON DISTRICT. 

G. M. Tuttle, Presiding Elder. 

In submitting this, my Fifth Annual Report of the Burlington 
District, I find occasion for deepest gratitude to God for his abundant 
mercies and to my brethren for their uniform kindness. 

The health of the pastors and their families has been generally good, 
with but few and slight exceptions. 

The only interruption in the appointments during the year oc- 
curred at West Burlington. Brother C. F. Williams, who had been 
appointed to this charge, after serving it for about six months, resigned. 
The charge being weak financially, it was therefore difficult to se- 
cure a pastor; but we were finally fortunate in being able to command 
the services of Brother J. F. Bingaman, a local preacher and a student 
in the university, who did excellent work, and has endeared himself 
to the people of the charge. 

In the course of the year I was obliged to make a temporary 
readjustment of territory, which affected two circuits. Some four 
years since an appointment known as “Germanville,” in charge of the 
German Methodist Episcopal Church, about seven miles west of Trenton, 
was turned over to us to be cared for. After serving it, in connection 
with the West Mt. Pleasant Circuit, for the above period of time, and 
by very efficient pastors, and there having developed no hopeful out- 
look or anything that would justify its relation being continued longer, 
it has been turned back whence it belonged. And Glasgow, one of 
the five appointments of the Hillsboro Circuit, was made a part of 
the former, which, so far, has proven a very happy adjustment. If 
this arrangement shall meet with the approval of the Bishop,' it will 
be highly satisfactory to others concerned. 

I had planned for something near a complete report of the dis- 
trict as to many important particulars; but alas for our plans! my 
purposes were broken, and I can not carry out that which I had 
planned in this matter, for the want of responses from all of the 
pastors. I shall therefore refer you to their reports, as shall be found 
in the coming Conference Minutes, for anything like completeness 
in matters which otherwise might have appeared in this report. 

The church at Mediapolis was completed and dedicated in October 
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at a cost of about $12,000, including the valuation of grounds, and all 
the money provided for. Outside of Burlington, both for beaut} and 
convenience, it stands second to none in the district. 

Santa Fe Avenue, Fort Madison, have completed their church- 
building. Twelve years ago this Church was started under the pas- 
torate of Rev. A. V. Kendrick, while in charge of the First Church of 
this city, and the work so far progressed as to afford a place of wor- 
ship. Two years since the present pastor led the way in paying off 
a debt of $6(X). This year has recorded the crowning victory of not 
only finishing the outside of the building, but also the much-needed 
improvements in the interior; viz., electric lights, frescoing, new seats, 
and a pulpit, which was the work and the gift of the pastor s father, 
Rev. T. S. Poole, of the Conference, the value of which is not less 
than $50. Under the direct supervision of the pastor’s wife, Mrs. 
J. \V. Pool, a very beautiful communion service w’as purchased, valued 
at $30, from the gifts of the children and young people of the Church. 
Sunday, the 8th of September, was a red-letter day for this charge. 
Dr. Hancher, President of the college, preached in the morning, and, 
with the effort of the evening service, succeeded admirably in raising 
the amount necessary to meet the balance incurred on the improve- 
ments, and also $260 with which to place a bell and a furnace in the 
church. Total cost of improvements, $1,500; value of the church, 
$5,400. The next item to be reported from this charge wdll, in all 
probability, be a new parsonage; for the pastor, with the “people, have 
a mind to work.” 

Wayland Circuit is building a $3,000 church at the Finley Appoint- 
ment, and with all the money in hand. 

Grace Church, Burlington, has purchased a very fine parsonage 
property at a cost of $3,200. Hillsboro has paid off a $300 debt, and 
also purchased a desirable parsonage property, valued at $800, which 
is about all paid for. The Sperry Charge had the misfortune to lose 
their parsonage by fire a few weeks ago; but, like Kehemiah, they said, 
“Let us rise up and build,” and, as a result, adding to the amount 
from the insurance, they are now in the midst of rebuilding, and 
will have the new house ready for occupancy in a few days. The 
pastor. Rev. S. F. Bishop, and family suffered very materially in the 
loss of personal and households effects by this fire. The Church 
records were also destroyed. 

Oakville, too, is in the midst of building a parsonage which will 
be completed in a short time, and which will greatly add to the interests 
of this growing charge. 

Wapello is remodeling and improving its church-building, which 
will give to that charge a much-needed modern edifice, better suited 
to the needs of the work. 

Salina has made substantial improvements on the four churches 
of the circuit, and has made steady advance along all lines of i\ork. 

Mt. Union has also added improvements on the churches of the 
charge to a considerable extent, and is having a very prosperous year. 
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Nearly all of the other charges of the district have made more 
or less improvements on their property, besides lifting entirely, or in 
part, any indebtedness on the same. 

A deep and widespread interest has been awakened in the Iowa 
Wesleyan University. Rev. J. W. Handler, D. D., the newly-elected 
President, is already abundant in labors, and is finding favor with 
the people. With his coming the impulse of a new life is being felt 
in every department and interest of the institution. 

Improvements have been made in the interior of the main college 
building. The library has been moved into better quarters, and located 
in rooms in the south part of the chapel building. This gives additional 
room where it is most needed. All of the rooms in the ladies’ dormi- 
tory were engaged before the school opened, and provisions had to 
be made for others elsewhere. The attendance is much larger than 
for years, three hundred having enrolled to date. With the aggressive 
management of the President, coupled with a thoroughly-equipped 
corps of instructors, seconded by the loyal and hearty support of the 
Conference and patronizing territory, the outlook for the school is 
decidedly favorable. 

It is due to say that the work of the school, under the manage- 
ment of Dean Piersel as Acting President during the past year, was 
found to be a decided success. There were graduated from the college 
as follows: classical, 10; scientific, 3; philosophical, 2; music, 6; total, 21. 

The Twentieth-century Forward Movement, which took on or- 
ganized form for definite work by action of the Conference, has in some 
measure added to the hope and life of the Church. So far as held 
the group-meetings were instrumental in turning the attention of many 
to the great mission of the Church and its institutions in a way which 
will help to make possible a much better condition of things, both 
temporally and spiritually. Two sessions of the District Conference 
were held, each of which was a season of profit to all in attendance. 
The District Epworth League Convention was held in the latter part 
of June at Morning Sun, with a large and enthusiastic attendance, and 
was one of the best ever held. Special attention was given to the 
work of the Junior Department. It is pleasing to note that “the 
rules respecting the instruction of children” are being observed 
to a very considerable extent through this agency. The Woman’s 
Foreign and Woman’s Home Missionary Societies held a joint Con- 
vention in the early summer at Winfield, with good attendance and 
a very helpful interest. 

With but few exceptions, the Sunday-schools are organized into 
missionary societies, and are working under the direction and the 
control of the Sunday-school Board, and using our own literature; 
but I am sorry to note the almost entire absence of the Catechism. 

In giving attention to the incorporation of the Board of Trustees, 
it has developed that in many instances this matter has been sadly 
neglected; but I trust that the close of the year will find very few 
omissions as to this duty. 
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I think that the reports will show an increase in the benevolences. 
The pastors have faithfully labored to this end. With but few ex- 
ceptions, the pastoral claims will be met. Where they are deficient, 
the failure is not for want of ability, but rather for the want of timely 
and faithful work on the part of the stewards. 

While there have been no very extensive revivals throughout our 
bounds, still nearly every charge has shared in seasons of refreshing 
from the presence of the Lord, resulting in the salvation of sinners 
and in the spiritual awakening of the Church. Our Church at Mt. 
Pleasant had the largest ingathering, as the result of a special series 
of meetings, the pastor being ably assisted by Rev. Hugh E. Smith 
and Brother F. E. Robinson, of California, who did commendable 
work. Over one hundred were converted and brought into the Church; 
while each of the other charges had special services, resulting, more 
or less, in substantial gains in the membership and strength of the 
Church. 

While the year has not been all that we had desired and prayed 
for, still there is abundant cause for gratitude to God for his mani- 
fested presence with us, as seen in the measure of success which has 
crowned the labors of twenty-six faithful pastors, blameless in life, 
who have gone in and out among their respective congregations preach- 
ing Christ and him crucified. 

KEOKUK DISTRICT. 

C. S. Cooper, Presiding Elder. 

Very soon after adjournment of Conference at Bloomfield all va- 
cancies in the pastoral work of the district were well supplied. E. W. 
Wilcox was employed on Exline Circuit. W. D. Williams was secured 
for Mt. Zion. After graduation at Mt. Pleasant, George Blagg was 
engaged as assistant pastor on Drakesville Circuit, and has been 
quite successful in developing new fields in connection with the Floris 
Appointment. J. W. Caldwell, appointed to Farmington, was trans- 
ferred to Des Moines Conference, and George H. Wehn, of Missouri 
Conference, was transferred to fill the vacancy. The brethren of the 
district went quickly to their various fields of labor, and began push- 
ing the “Forward Movement” of the Church. The revival spirit pre- 
vailed, until more than seven hundred persons were converted at our 
altars. Evangelistic services, conducted by George L. Minear, were 
carried on during the summer in an assembly tent removed from 
place to place. Much good was accomplished by these meetings in 
strengthening weak appointments and opening new work. 

Eleven charges increased the allowances of their several pas- 
tors to an aggregate amount of eleven hundred and sixty dollars. 
A slight advance was also made in the benevolent apportionments. 
The provisions of the Discipline for the support of the various be- 
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nevolences of the Church have been carried out to the best of our 
ability. In several localities unusual hindrances came in the way of 
complete success. The smallpox appeared in a number of places, and 
at times seemed certain to become epidemic. On Farmington, Eldon, 
Milton, Drakesville, Mystic, and Cincinnati Circuits the work of the 
Church was much hindered by this dread disease. Then came the 
long-continued hot and dry weather — hotter and dryer and of longer 
continuance than ever before known in our portion of the Confer- 
•1 ence. Attendance upon Church services fell off, in some instances, 
more than one-half. The benevolences, the salaries of the preachers, 
and indeed, the means of livelihood of many of our people suffered. 
Our pastors everywhere stood faithfully with their people, sharing 
their afflictions. By extra efforts in other charges, some advances, 
were made. We therefore hope for a good general average. 

Only one case of serious illness has invaded the homes of our 
preachers. The wife of A. C. Boyd is at present prostrated with 
typhoid fever. We ask for her your active sympathy and earnest 
prayer. 

At Donnellson the society is but one year old and of new ma- 
terial. They have worshiped in private homes, in public halls, and 
in the amphitheater at the fair grounds. They are now engaged in 
a brave struggle for a church home to cost about twenty-four hundred 
dollars. J. H. Dimmitt, pastor, is serving his second, and earnestly 
desired for another term. 

Libertyville has long needed a new church, and is now building 
at a cost of about four thousand dollars. J. B. Eyestone, pastor, is 
deservedly popular, and is doing exceedingly well in the new enter- 
prise. 

Vernon Prairie is on Keosauqua Circuit. L. Hughes, pastor, is 
an earnest and hard worker. Under many disadvantages the brethren 
are building a house of worship costing about eighteen hunderd dollars. 

A location has been secured and some money subscribed for a new 
church in Heady’s neighborhood, four miles south of Floris. This is 
one of the results of the tent-meetings. 

Farmington. — The church at this place was entirely destroyed by 
fire nearly two years ago. The brethren are now building both church 
and parsonage at a cost of some six thousand dollars. The parsonage, 
26 X 37, and two stories, with eight rooms, is already completed and 
occupied by Pastor Wehn and family. The pastor is doing heroic work. 

Moulton. — This is one of the most important points in the district — 
a growing town and a railroad center. The brethren appreciate their 
opportunity, and are building a church worth twelve thousand dollars. 
They are also putting one thousand dollars in improvement upon their 
parsonage property. L. Ingham, pastor, is very efficient in this good 
work. 

J. W. Carson, pastor at Cantril, is rejoicing in the new parsonage 
of nine rooms, well worth one thousand dollars. 

U. S. Smith, pastor at Pulaski, moved into a new parsonage last 
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January. This is also a large and comfortable house, worth at least 
one thousand dollars. 

The six new churches now building will be dedicated free from debt. 
The three new parsonages are already paid for. 

The old church-building at Bloomfield, J. W. Potter pastor, has 
been sold and converted into a Young Men’s Christian Association and 
Public Library Building. Several hundred dollars have been expended 
in repairs and improvements upon the parsonage. 

Centerville, A. V. Kendrick pastor, has put two hundred and 
twenty-five dollars upon the parsonage property. 

Cincinnati, E. J. Shook pastor, has improved Simpson Chapel, 
three hundred dollars; bought a bell for Wesley Chapel, and painted 
,the parsonage. The new church at Cincinnati has not yet materialized. 

Drakeville, G. W. Barber pastor, has improved the church prop- 
erty to the amount of two hundred and fifty dollars. 

First Church, Keokuk, W. S. Gardner pastor, has paid off all the 
old indebtedness, and spent four hundred dollars in remodeling and 
beautifying their audience-room. 

Keosauqua, W. R. Jeffrey, Jr., pastor, has paid off three hundred 
and fifty dollars debt, and have only one hundred and ten more to pay 
in order to be free. 

Mt. Zion, W. D. Williams pastor, has spent one hundred and six- 
teen dollars in repairing their church property. 

The Twentieth-century Thank-offering Movement of the Church 
has received much attention, chiefly in the interest of our college, but 
not to the neglect of all the other interests embraced in this great 
movement. Group-meetings of the preachers were held at four differ- 
ent places in the district, at which other meetings were planned, so as 
to reach every preaching-place. Most of the brethren entered heartily 
into the work. We can not give the financial results, as the sub- 
scription-cards prepared by the Annual Conference Commission are 
not due until December, 1901. Centerville easily leads the district 
with seven hundred and ninety-five dollars, the largest total amount 
of any one charge. Henry Keck, of Utica, Bentonsport Charge, gave 
one hundred dollars, the largest amount given by any one member. 
But the greatest permanent good was doubtless accomplished by the 
bringing of these great interests so prominently before our people. 

Two sessions of the District Conference were held, one at Batavia, 
the other at Pulaski. Bishop Walden was with us at the first session, 
and greatly helped us all by his words of counsel, and especially by 
his lecture on “China,” delivered to a large audience on the second 
night of the session. At the second session we were highly favored 
with the presence of Dr. J. W. Hancher, .who spoke Wednesday after- 
noon in behalf of the college, and at night gave his lecture, “The 
Real Boy,” to an immense crowd of people. 

One session of the District League was held in Convention at 
Keosauqua, which was noted for its unusually large attendance and 
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enthusiasm. H. L. McGrew was elected president, and Moulton was 
chosen as the place for holding the next Convention. 

We wish to speak a good word for Graham Hospital, Keokuk. 
It is a substantial brick building, good as new, and furnishing accommo- 
dations for thirty beds. The property is valued by insurance men at 
twenty thousand dollars. We need only say that it is under the man- 
agement of the Deaconess Bureau of the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society of our Church, and is open to receive patients.

MUSCATINE DISTRICT. 

J. C. W. CoxE, Presiding Elder. 

With but one exception the preachers assigned to work on the 
Muscatine District one year ago reported promptly on the field, and 
have wrought with fidelity and marked success. W. C. Barclay, who 
was appointed to Park Avenue, Muscatine, did not go to his appoint- 
ment, but the week following our Conference session secured a transfer 
to the Upper Iowa Conference, and received an appointment at the 
hands of Bishop Hurst. This transfer was effected without any knowl- 
edge on my part that it was contemplated or desired; and I have had 
no official notice that a vacancy was thus summarily occasioned on my 
district. As the Minutes of the Upper Iowa Conference, however, 
contain the record of the transfer, I proceeded to supply the charge. 
The Rev. W. E. Howe, of the Des Moines Conference, who had but 
recently removed to Muscatine, was secured, and served the charge 
about half the year. For reasons which he deemed imperative he then 
asked to be relieved, and the Rev. W. H. Slack, a local preacher, was 
placed in charge, and filled out the year. 

The Rev. W. W. Williams, who was appointed to the Kalona Cir- 
cuit, wrought with fidelity, winning “golden opinions from all sorts of 
people” until January, when a summons came which he deemed supreme, 
and it became necessary to appoint his successor. Prior to the siege 
of Pekin, Brother Williams had offered himself, and had been accepted, 
for missionary work in China. Neither he nor the Presiding Elder* 
anticipated such an adjustment of the difficulties in China as to make 
ev^en probable his call to active service abroad within the year; but 'such 
a call came, and our brother is now associated in labor in the Hinghua 
Conference with Brother T. B. Owen, who went less than six years 
ago from our Conference and from this district. The Rev. F. A. 
Shawkey, of the North Dakota Conference, was secured as Brother 
Williams’s sucessor, and has labored with fidelity under trying con- 
ditions. The people of Kalona Charge, having given within six years 
two pastors to mission work in foreign fields, seemed strangely reluc- 
tant to give their symapthetic co-operation to a new man. I bear 
testimony that Brother Shawkey hath done what he could.

First Church, Keokuk, W. S. Gardner pastor, has paid off all the 
old indebtedness, and spent four hundred dollars in remodeling and 
beautifying their audience-room. 

Keosauqua, W. R. Jeffrey, Jr., pastor, has paid off three hundred 
and fifty dollars debt, and have only one hundred and ten more to pay 
in order to be free. 

Mt. Zion, W. D. Williams pastor, has spent one hundred and six- 
teen dollars in repairing their church property. 

The Twentieth-century Thank-offering Movement of the Church 
has received much attention, chiefly in the interest of our college, but 
not to the neglect of all the other interests embraced in this great 
movement. Group-meetings of the preachers were held at four differ- 
ent places in the district, at which other meetings were planned, so as 
to reach every preaching-place. Most of the brethren entered heartily 
into the work. We can not give the financial results, as the sub- 
scription-cards prepared by the Annual Conference Commission are 
not due until December, 1901. Centerville easily leads the district 
with seven hundred and ninety-five dollars, the largest total amount 
of any one charge. Henry Keck, of Utica, Bentonsport Charge, gave 
one hundred dollars, the largest amount given by any one member. 
But the greatest permanent good was doubtless accomplished by the 
bringing of these great interests so prominently before our people. 

Two sessions of the District Conference were held, one at Batavia, 
the other at Pulaski. Bishop Walden was with us at the first session, 
and greatly helped us all by his words of counsel, and especially by 
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enthusiasm. H. L. McGrew was elected president, and Moulton was 
chosen as the place for holding the next Convention. 

We wish to speak a good word for Graham Hospital, Keokuk. 
It is a substantial brick building, good as new, and furnishing accommo- 
dations for thirty beds. The property is valued by insurance men at 
twenty thousand dollars. We need only say that it is under the man- 
agement of the Deaconess Bureau of the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society of our Church, and is open to receive patients. 

Respectfully submitted. C. S. Cooper, P. E. 
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With but one exception the preachers assigned to work on the 
Muscatine District one year ago reported promptly on the field, and 
have wrought with fidelity and marked success. W. C. Barclay, who 
was appointed to Park Avenue, Muscatine, did not go to his appoint- 
ment, but the week following our Conference session secured a transfer 
to the Upper Iowa Conference, and received an appointment at the 
hands of Bishop Hurst. This transfer was effected without any knowl- 
edge on my part that it was contemplated or desired; and I have had 
no official notice that a vacancy was thus summarily occasioned on my 
district. As the Minutes of the Upper Iowa Conference, however, 
contain the record of the transfer, I proceeded to supply the charge. 
The Rev. W. E. Howe, of the Des Moines Conference, who had but 
recently removed to Muscatine, was secured, and served the charge 
about half the year. For reasons which he deemed imperative he then 
asked to be relieved, and the Rev. W. H. Slack, a local preacher, was 
placed in charge, and filled out the year. 

The Rev. W. W. Williams, who was appointed to the Kalona Cir- 
cuit, wrought with fidelity, winning “golden opinions from all sorts of 
people” until January, when a summons came which he deemed supreme, 
and it became necessary to appoint his successor. Prior to the siege 
of Pekin, Brother Williams had offered himself, and had been accepted, 
for missionary work in China. Neither he nor the Presiding Elder’ 
anticipated such an adjustment of the difficulties in China as to make 
even probable his call to active service abroad within the year; but 'such 
a call came, and our brother is now associated in labor in the Hinghua 
Conference with Brother T. B. Owen, who went less than six years 
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Shawkey, of the North Dakota Conference, was secured as Brother 
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No pastor has been disabled by sickness, save Brother T. S. Pool, 
who has sufficiently recovered from a recent illness to be present at 
this session of the Conference. The families of all our preachers have 
been under the shadowing wing of guardian angels. 

A fair degree of prosperity has crowned the year’s labor. Revival 
services were held on every charge, and more than six hundred converts 
were reported. Of these, 496 were received on probation, and 298 have 
been received into full membership. The most notable work was on the 
Muscatine Circuit, where the zeal and devotion of the pastor won 286 
converts. I note as significant in this connection that this pastor mag- 
nified pastoral labor, reporting more Hian 1,250 visits made to the homes 
of the people. Many others have done excellently in this respect, and 
the fruit will appear in due season. 

I am not able to report upon the Twentieth-century Thank-offering 
further than to say that Church debts have been paid to the amount 
of nearly $1,000, and that $2,000 or more will be to the credit of Educa- 
tion, Church Extension, and the Conference Claimants’ Fund. 

Church improvements will aggregate about $10,000. The more im- 
portant of these are at Amish, where a new parsonage will welcome the 
pastor; at Hummer, on the Kalona Circuit, where the church-building 
has been thoroughly renovated; at Koszta, where we have a new church 
and parsonage on adjacent lots; at Ladora, where new and comfortable 
pews have been placed in the church, and both church and parsonage 
property painted, repapered, and made neat and attractive; at Marengo, 
where the church has been transformed at an expense of nearly $1,200; 
at Cone, on the Nichols Circuit, where a new church-building is in pro- 
cess of erection; at Wellman, where the parsonage has been repaired 
and enlarged; and on North English Circuit, where both the churches 
were struck by lightning and seriously damaged near the time of our 
last Conference session. The church in North English, to the great 
credit of the pastor, is neater than before the disaster, and with a de- 
crease of the indebtedness reported last year by one-half. 

Improvements have been made on eleven other charges, varying in 
amount from $25 to $300. 

According to best information that I have been able to secure, the 
benevolent collections will vary but little from the reports of last year. 
In a few cases there has been a surprising decrease in the amount 
secured for missions; in other cases an increase will be reported which 
will prove equally surprising and much more gratifying. 

The District Camp-meeting, held August 6th to i6th, w^as a season 
of spiritual profit and blessedness to those who were in regular attend- 
ance. But a small minority of the charges of the district were repre- 
sented, except by the pastors, and few of these remained during the 
entire service. If asked, after six years’ study of the problem, how 
to make the meeting a success, I am compelled to answer: As a camp- 
meeting proper I see no promise; with a local management and a modi- 
fication of plans in the direction of the Chautauqua idea, the Sunday- 
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school Assembly, and Epworth League Training-school, I can see an 
outlook which is bright with hope. 

At the last session of the Conference a Committee was appointed 
to investigate the record of W. H. Mahaffie, who had been transferred 
within the year to the Northwest Indiana Conference, and had failed 
to account to his successor for money collected by him for missions. 
That Committee sent to me a copy of their report, which I transmitted 
to Bishop Walden, with the request that Brother Mahaffie be re- 
transferred to the Iowa Conference in order that his case might be 
formally investigated on the ground where it was alleged that wrong- 
doing had occurred. To this request no favorable response was re- 
ceived, and recently I was advised that Brother Mahaffie had sent his 
parchments to his Presiding Elder, the Rev. Samuel Beck, of Val- 
paraiso, Indiana, with the request that he be permitted to withdraw. 
I at once sent to Brother Beck a copy of the report of our Conference 
Committee, with the request that he should submit it to his Conference 
when Brother Mahaffie’s case came up, and to ask that his case should 
be referred to his Presiding Elder for investigation; or, if the Confer- 
ence should decide to permit him to withdraw, that our rights in the case 
should be recognized to the extent of making the record show that the 
interests of justice and the good name of the Church had been guarded. 
Your Committee will submit its report for your consideration. 

For the uniform kindness and hearty co-operation of the preachers 
of the district, and for the courteous consideration of the people, I tender 
my sincere thanks. I trust that my successor may be a better man, a 
better preacher, and prove to be a better Presiding Elder than I have 
been. I have done my best; and I turn over a district in which are no 
dissensions, manned by a corps of loyal preachers, and offering a promis- 
ing field for the best work of the best man whom the Bishop can find 
for district overseer. 

OSKALOOSA DISTRICT. 

W. G. Wilson, Presiding Elder. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren, — The preachers of the Oskaloosa 
District went immediately after Conference to their fields of labor, and 
have remained at their posts of duty to the close of the year. Death 
has entered but one home — Rev. A. S. Loveall, pastor of Newton 
Circuit, and his wife have been called to mourn the death of their little 
daughter, Mary Lucia, who, after a brief illness, passed through the 
gates into life, November 23d. 

The revival spirit has not been as general on this district as we had 
hoped for. This is accounted for, to some degree, by the almost unpre- 
cedented amount of sickness in the winter, and the bad condition of the 
roads the latter part of the winter and early spring. But there have 
been quite a number of good meetings, and more or less conversions 
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in about all the charges. Worthy of special mention were the meetings 
at Lacey, J. W. DeYoe pastor, and at Montezuma, P. J. Henness pastor. 
There were also gracious meetings at Central Church, Oskaloosa, 
J. W. Somerville pastor; Sonora, D. Phillips pastor; Grinnell, W. P. 
Stoddard pastor; Newton, J. C. Willits pastor; and at Evans, Beacon 
Circuit, W. N. Groome pastor. There were reported on the district 
526 conversions. 

There are twenty-four charges in the district and sixty-two preach- 
ing places, all of which have church-buildings but one. All of the 
charges are supplied with parsonages except the Central Church at 
Oskaloosa, Newton, and the Newton Circuit. The churches in general 
are in good repair, and meet fairly well the needs of the people; and 
the parsonages are all comfortable homes for the preachers excepting 
the parsonage on the Ewart Circuit, which needs to be enlarged, and 
the one on the Taintor Circuit, which must be replaced by a new one. 

Something over $6,000 has been spent on improvements. The 
brethren at Delta, G. H. Hanawalt pastor, have remodeled and greatly 
enlarged their church-building. The cost will be $3>ooo, $2,400 of which 
has been already raised, and the rest will be easily secured at the dedi- 
cation in a week or two. The improvements on the church at Brooklyn, 
E. C. Brooks pastor, so well under way at the last Conference, were 
completed, and the church reopened in a few weeks after Conference. 
Improvements have been made upon the Sonora churches, D. Phillips 
pastor, including a fine basement room under the Sonora church, to the 
amount of $1,100. The church at Galesburg, Reasoner Circuit, D. F. 
Stiles pastor, has been greatly improved. A beautiful and commodious 
new parsonage has been built at Kellogg, Iowa, D. R. Martin pastor, 
worth $1,200. Two rooms that were greatly needed have been added 
to the parsonage at Rose Hill, A. W. McBlain pastor. 

The debt of this district, as reported at the last Conference, was 
$30,162. Of this $24,520 has been paid, and nearly all that remains is 
amply provided for. Principal in this debt-paying work are the Churches 
at Oskaloosa and Grinnell. The former in an heroic manner rallied to 
the support of its pastor, and raised $10,000 that was unprovided for, 
and has paid on its debt of $20,475, reported one year ago, $17,500. 
Twelve thousand five hundred dollars of this amount was paid by the 
people, and $5,000 from the sale of the old Simpson Church property. 
The remainder of this debt is provided for in interest-bearing notes. 
With this splendid record upon the part of this pastor and his people, it 
should not be a surprise if there is some falling off in the contribution 
to the benevolences for this year. Only second to this work of Central 
Church, Oskaloosa, was the work accomplished by the pastor and people 
of our Church at Grinnell. Beginning the year with a debt of $6,000 
unprovided for, they will report $4,500 already paid and the remainder 
of it secured in interest-bearing notes. The spirit of this people is indi- 
cated in the fact that notwithstanding the great sacrifice made to raise 
the debt, $500 has been spent in improvements, and the pastor will 
report his benevolences in full. 
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The debt of $470 which threatened the existence of Greenwood 
Church at Taintor Circuit, A. Telfer pastor, and the $460 debt on the 
Barnes City parsonage, H. T. Robinson pastor, have both been paid 
through an equal spirit of sacrifice as was manifested by the larger 
Churches. 

The debt of $525 on the Beacon parsonage, W. N. Groome pastor, 
after a hard struggle has been provided for. Other smaller debts have 
been paid, and I think that by the close of another year the Church 
property of this district will be free from all incumbrances. 

Some of the brethren on the district made the mistake, so often 
repeated by many of us, of postponing active work on their benevolences 
until they are liable to suffer from various causes. This year the ex- 
treme dry weather frightened the people, and made the collection of 
benevolent money a difficult task, and I fear some shrinkage; but I 
believe there has been an honest effort on the part of the brethren to 
meet the demands of the Church on this line. 

Two District Conferences were held. One at What Cheer, Decem- 
ber loth to I2th; and one at Bethel Grove Camp-ground, August 27th 
and 28th. Bishop Walden’s presence with us at the first was a benedic- 
tion to all. 

A profitable District Epworth League Convention was held at What 
Cheer, June i8th to 20th. 

There are thirty-three Epworth League Chapters with 1,642 mem- 
bers. There are about six hundred Junior League members. There 
are taken 529 Advocates and 462 Heralds. 

It is proper that I should say that in some sections of the district 
there is considerable unrest among our people. In the neighborhoods 
of Oskaloosa and What Cheer the coal interests that have been so 
extensive are greatly waning, and as a result there has been quite an 
exodus from these sections, which not only depletes the membership 
of the Churches, but greatly discourages those who remain. Two 
church-buildings have been entirely abandoned. Also in the western 
part of the district the Hollanders are continually moving in and buying 
out the English-speaking people, leading to the abandonment of one 
church and greatly weakening others. These people who come in are 
all identified with some Church, and in no case have we been able to 
make inroads upon them. If we succeed in getting their young people 
interested and converted, as we sometimes do, they always remain in 
their own Churches. 

During the year I have been brought under renewed obligation to 
God for his mercy, and to my brethren for their forbearance. 
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OTTUMWA DISTRICT. 

J. W. Lambert, Presiding Elder. 

The Ottumwa District is composed of twenty-eight charges. Eight 
of these are stations, five others are stations with afternoon appointments 
in the country. The remaining fifteen are circuits of from two to six 
appointments. All of these charges were filled by the appointment of 
Bishop Walden at our last Conference. Three months later. Rev. W. A. 
Jackson, stationed at Eddyville, was compelled to resign his charge 
owing to failing health, and gradually declined until the 3d of July, at 
9 o’clock, he was summoned into the presence of the King Immortal, 
and was translated from suffering and great weariness to the “rest that 
remaineth to the people of God.” 

Early in January the health of Dr. F. E. Brush, pastor of the First 
Methodist Episcopal Church of Ottumwa, failed, and he resigned his 
charge on the 15th and went to California, hoping to be benefited by 
a change of climate. His health is improving, and he hopes to be able 
for active service by spring. 

The 1st of March, Rev. A. J. Good, pastor of Martinsburg Circuit, 
was transferred to the Northwest Kansas Conference. 

The Eddyville Charge was filled by the transfer of Rev. C. H. West- 
fall, formerly a member of this Conference, from the Arkansas Confer- 
ence. He remained with us two and a half months, and, without my 
consent or knowledge, left his work, and took a position in the carshops 
of Kansas City. His place was filled by Rev. H. F. Gilbert, a student 
in the Iowa Wesleyan University, and a member of the Conference. 

The place of Dr. Brush was filled by the transfer of Dr. A. E. Craig 
from the Michigan Conference, then serving his sixth year in our Church 
at Albion. He began his work among us the 14th of April. The Mar- 
tinsburg Circuit was supplied by Rev. I. B. Taylor, a local preacher. 

With these exceptions, the pastors have served the charges to which 
they were assigned. Most of them were in their pulpits the first Sab- 
bath after Conference, and have labored most faithfully, and through 
the discouragements and difficulties of the grip, smallpox, and mud 
which for weeks made the roads almost impassable, the excessive heat 
of the summer, and the discouraging features of the drought, have 
pressed onward to victory. 

On the nth of June, the Angel of Death visited the home of Brother 
and Sister Dunlavy, and took from them their youngest child, a bright 
babe, whose presence had brightened the home but a few months. 

On the ist day of November, Sister Harriet Thompson, the wife 
of one of our aged ministers, after months of suffering, passed from 
the Church militant to the Church triumphant. 

Early in the year showers of refreshing began to fall upon the 
district, which have .continued throughout the year. Our membership 
has been revived, and many have been brought from a mere nominal 
profession into active Christian service. The visible results, as reported 
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to me, are as follows: Reclamations and conversions, 1,341; probationers, 
800. Most of those termed reclamations were the conversion of those 
who had previously come into the Church without a Christian ex- 
perience. 

Three churches have been dedicated during the year. The Willard 
Street Church in South Ottumwa, of which we made mention in our 
report last year, was dedicated the 14th of October by Rev. C. B. Spen- 
cer, editor of the Central Christian Advocate, assisted by former pastors, 
the present pastor. Rev. D. C. Smith, and the writer, at which time an 
ample subscription was raised to free the church from debt, amounting 
to $1,500, and has been paid. The new church at Chillicothe, costing 
$1,800, Rev. C. E. Coggeshall pastor, was dedicated December 2d by the 
writer. Rev. D. C. Smith the pastor, and Revs. R. Breeden and J. M. 
Hoober, former pastors. The church at Sigourney, Rev. A. B. Hight- 
shoe pastor, was dedicated the 3d of February by Dr. Ives, assisted 
by Revs. T. J. Myers, E. H. Waring, the pastor, and the writer. A 
new parsonage of nine good rooms, and a bathroom supplied with both 
hot and cold water, and lighted throughout with electricity, has been 
placed beside the new church, at a cost of $2,000, and Brother Hight- 
shoe and his people are to be commended for their enterprise and suc- 
cess in this good work. 

At the close of the college year. Brother Gilbert brought his family 
to Eddyville, and moved into the parsonage on Saturday, and on the 
following Tuesday night, June i8th, his church burned to the ground. 
While the embers of the old church were still glowing, he and his 
courageous people organized plans for the erection of a new building 
on the old site. The contract has been let for the new church, which, 
when completed and furnished, will cost about $4,300. We hope to see 
it dedicated by the first of the new year. 

At Cedar, Rev. W. S. Shearer, the pastor, has raised $3,000 for the 
erection of a new church. The plans have been adopted, and work will 
begin immediately after Conference, and by midwinter this new church, 
costing about $4,000, will be ready for dedication. 

The Church at Hocking, on the Albia Circuit. E. L. Schreiner pas- 
tor, has been completed at a cost of $2,000, and will be dedicated as soon 
as arrangements can be made. 

Improvements more or less extensive have been made on our 
churches and parsonages. The First Church, Ottumwa, has made ex- 
tensive improvements on the parsonage, and some on the church, at 
a cost of $1,400. The Knoxville church, of which Brother Thorn is pas- 
tor, has been beautifully frescoed, new furnaces have been placed in it, 
and other improvements made, which aggregate about $1,100. The 
church at Oakdale, on the Attica Circuit, is being almost rebuilt, at a 
cost of about $400. Improvements have been made on our property at 
Albia, Rev. T. B. Hughes pastor, amounting to $500. Ten other charges 
have made improvements on churches and parsonages, ranging in cost 
from a few dollars up into hundreds. 

Some attention has been given to debt-pa5'ing, and our reports will 
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to me, are as follows: Reclamations and conversions, 1,341; probationers, 
800. Most of those termed reclamations were the conversion of those 
who had previously come into the Church without a Christian ex- 
perience. 

Three churches have been dedicated during the year. The Willard 
Street Church in South Ottumwa, of which we made mention in our 
report last year, was dedicated the 14th of October by Rev. C. B. Spen- 
cer, editor of the Central Christian Advocate, assisted by former pastors, 
the present pastor. Rev. D. C. Smith, and the writer, at which time an 
ample subscription was raised to free the church from debt, amounting 
to $1,500, and has been paid. The new church at Chillicothe, costing 
$1,800, Rev. C. E. Coggeshall pastor, was dedicated December 2d by the 
writer. Rev. D. C. Smith the pastor, and Revs. R. Breeden and J. M. 
Hoober, former pastors. The church at Sigourney, Rev. A. B. Hight- 
shoe pastor, was dedicated the 3d of February by Dr. Ives, assisted 
by Revs. T. J. Myers, E. H. Waring, the pastor, and the writer. A 
new parsonage of nine good rooms, and a bathroom supplied with both 
hot and cold water, and lighted throughout with electricity, has been 
placed beside the new church, at a cost of $2,000, and Brother Hight- 
shoe and his people are to be commended for their enterprise and suc- 
cess in this good work.

The First Church, Ottumwa, has made ex- 
tensive improvements on the parsonage, and some on the church, at 
a cost of $1,400. The Knoxville church, of which Brother Thorn is pas- 
tor, has been beautifully frescoed, new furnaces have been placed in it, 
and other improvements made, which aggregate about $1,100. The 
church at Oakdale, on the Attica Circuit, is being almost rebuilt, at a 
cost of about $400. Improvements have been made on our property at 
Albia, Rev. T. B. Hughes pastor, amounting to $500. Ten other charges 
have made improvements on churches and parsonages, ranging in cost 
from a few dollars up into hundreds. 

Some attention has been given to debt-pa)dng, and our reports will 
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show but few of our buildings incumbered by debt. A debt of $400 has 
been paid at First Church, Ottumwa. The debt on the parsonage at 
Cedar of $317 was paid early in the year. At Albia a debt of $500 has 
been lifted, and others of smaller denominations have been wiped out. 

The benevolent collections have received special attention, and in 
most cases were presented early in the year, and notwithstanding the 
depressing influence of the drought, we hope that our reports will show 
no decline in these interests. 

Our Sunday-schools are well organized and equipped, and are doing 
very good work. They are organized into missionary societies, and I 
think, without an exception, are using our own literature. A few schools 
were found taking other literature, but they have been labored with and 
the evil corrected. 

Epworth League Chapters are organized in most of the charges, 
and are centers of spiritual and social power in the Churches. 

A very profitable District Epworth League Institute was held at 
Sigourney, June i8th, 19th, and 20th, which was attended by about one 
hundred delegates. 

The Forward Movement received our attention. The District Com- 
mittee, consisting of Rev. D. C. Smith, Mr. Chris Haw, and the writer, 
devised a plan by which the objects of the movement were represented 
to each appointment in the district, save in one charge, by able lay mem- 
bers, who cheerfully undertook the campaign. Of these some were law- 
yers, physicians, merchants, teachers, mechanics, and farmers, thirty 
in number, who studied the subject thoroughly. They went with the 
pastors to their churches on Sunday, conducted a Twentieth-century 
service, and took up the offering. The results of these meetings were 
not large in dollars, but in educational value and moral influence we 
believe they will be far-reaching. 

Two profitable sessions of the District Conference were held, the 
first at Bussey, at which we were favored with the presence of Bishop 
Walden, who delivered two lectures during the evenings of the Confer- 
ence, one on China, the other on Africa. The other Conference was 
held at Pleasant Plains, and was well attended by the pastors. 

As worthy of special mention, we refer to the efficient services of 
the Monkman Brothers, local preachers, who have labored among us 
since the 15th of December as helpers in revival work, and are now 
engaged with Rev. W. F. Gilmore, pastor of Main Street Church, in 
a gracious revival. And to mention Rev. A. G. Van Haaften, a con- 
verted Hindoo, who did good service in representing the cause of mis- 
sions in many of our charges. 

I desire to express my appreciation of the great kindness I have 
received from the preachers of the district, and of their hearty co- 
operation with me in every good work, and to acknowledge my grati- 
tude to the Father above for his preserving care over me, and the 
blessings he has so richly bestowed upon me.

EDUCATION. 

The Committee on Education submits the following report: 

It is with gratification that your Committee can report that the new 
President of the Iowa Wesleyan University, Dr. John W. Rancher, has 
entered upon a vigorous campaign for the highest and best interests 
of our college. Already reports come from many quarters of great 
promises of future success. There has been a very gratifying increase 
in the number of students in the opening of the new year. That the 
university may meet the urgent and increasing demands upon it, there is 
need of a larger income. For this purpose the following plan is pro- 
posed and recommended to the Conference: Believing that the progress, 
development, awakened interest, and manifest necessities of the Iowa 
Wesleyan University demand our continued co-operation and justify 
our increasing liberality, we recommend that an apportionment of 
twenty-five cents per member for low’a Wesleyan University be made 
to the several charges of this Conference for the ensuing year. We 
further recommend that the Board of Trustees of Iowa Wesleyan Uni- 
\ersity be requested to authorize at an early date any and every charge 
raising this full apportionment of twenty-five cents per member to elect 
one or more worthy and needy persons, who shall become beneficiary 
students in the Preparatory or Collegiate Departments of Iowa Wes- 
leyan University to the full amount of the Iowa Wesleyan University 
collection in such charge under such regulations and provisions as may 
seem to the Board of Trustees wise and good. 

We heartily approve the recommendation of the Board of Trustees 
that T. J. Myers be appointed Financial Agent of the Iowa Wesleyan 
University. 

The Woman’s Guild of the Iowa Wesleyan University, though 
recently organized, has accomplished an excellent work. In dues, notes, 
and pledges it has already obtained upwards of twelve hundred dollars. 
Educational literature has been freely circulated, students for our col- 
lege solicited, and a deeper interest secured on behalf of our institution. 
It is greatly to be hoped that Guilds will be organized all over the 
Conference, and that the women of our Church will be enabled to give 
some of their best efforts to our Iowa Wesleyan University. 

We are glad to commend the theological schools of our Church 
to the consideration of our young men who are seeking a more thorough 
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preparation for a life-work in the ministry. For any young woman no 
better school can be found than the Woman’s College of Baltimore. 

It is a matter of gratification to recognize the good work of our 
Board of Education. Every pastor should carefully observe Children’s- 
day among his people, and do all he can to enlarge the fund of this 
Board. 

Believing that the humblest member of our Conference is the peer 
of any in his rights to know the business condition of our Iowa Wes- 
leyan University, we earnestly urge the Board of Trustees to annually 
send a report of their affairs to our Conference through their Secretary.

SUNDAY-SCHOOL. 

1. We recognize in the Sunday-school one of the most important 
factors in the religious and educational life, not only of our own age, 
but of the ages to come, since the Sunday-school teaches the Bible 
and brings the gospel to vast multitudes in the receptive periods of 
childhood. 

2. Inasmuch as the education of the young in religion is of the 
highest importance, the pastor and superintendent should mutually 
aid in choosing for the instruction of our children men and women 
of earnest Christian character, with a knowledge of the Bible and 
aptness in teaching. We hope the time is not far distant when every 
teacher in our Sunday-schools shall be a professed follower of Jesus 
Christ, with a living experience. 

3. We believe that the literature for the Sunday-school supplied 
by the Methodist Episcopal Church, and published by our own Book 
Concern, is the best for the purpose that can be obtained. We urge 
that our pastors and Presiding Elders everywhere see that our literature 
is used in the Sunday-schools. We are confident that this will help to 
build up an earnest religious character, loyal to our Church, among 
the young people who attend our Sunday-schools. 

4. We recommend that, wherever practicable, the Home Depart- 
ment be established in connection with our Sunday-schools. We sug- 
gest that pastors and Sunday-school officers send to the Book Con- 
cern for literature upon this subject, and take steps for the establish- 
ment of this department, which links the home and the school in the 
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study of God’s Word. Also, that the Sunday nearest Christmas be 
set apart to take the annual collection for the Society.

TRACT SOCIETY. 

1. The Tract Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church aids 
in the circulation of religious literature, particularly in the form of 
tracts and leaflets, throughout the entire world. It is circulating 
literature in at least twelve languages in the United States alone, 
and in more than twenty languages in foreign lands. Every year 
it gives away 11,000,000 pages of tracts in the United States alone, 
besides sending $10,000 annually to our mission stations for aid in 
the publication and circulation of religious literature. During the 
past year it has distributed tracts to the soldiers, sailors, and marines, 
to prisons and public institutions, and to thousands of pastors for 
circulation in their charges. 

2. We recommend that the pastors avail themselves of the offer 
of the Tract Society, which provides that every preacher who will 
make application can receive from the Society free, in the form of 
tracts, one-half of the last collection of his charge for the Tract 
Society. If a larger grant is needed, and his Church is not able to 
pay for the tracts, the Society will make generous donations of tracts 
for distribution. 

2. We recommend that our pastors send to the Book Concern 
for the catalogue of tracts, which will be sent free to all who apply 
for it; and that they examine the abundant store of tracts published 
under the auspices of our Church. Tracts are sold at the uniform 
rate of sixteen pages for one cent. 

4. Inasmuch as the Tract Society need? the sum of $50,000 per 
annum in order to carry on its work throughout the Church and the 
world, we urge that a collection be taken for this Society in all our 
Churches during the coming year, and that our support, both morally 
and financially, be given to the efforts of this Society to spread a 
Christian literature throughout the world.

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MRS. HARRIET THOMPSON. 

Harriet McCulloch, daughter of Colonel Thomas and Mrs. 
Dorcas McCulloch, was born in Washington County, Virginia, May 
31, 1817, and died in Sigourney, Iowa, November i, 1900. She mar- 
ried James G. Thompson, November 13, 1838, and in 1845 they came 
to Iowa, settling on a farm near Abingdon, Jefferson County. One 
son was born to them. He died August 6, 1846. Brother and Sister 
Thompson were both converted and united with the Church at a 
camp-meeting in Russell County, Virginia, in 1842, and then began to- 
gether a long and consistent Christian life. Brother Thompson, hav- 
ing felt the Divine call to the ministry, entered the Iowa Conference 
in 1853, arid is now the only survivor of his class.

MRS. HANNAH BUSSEY. 

Mrs. Hannah Bussey, daughter of Samuel and Anna Kylee, w^as ' 
born in Hubbard, Trumbull County, Ohio, June 23, 1811, and died at 
the home of her daughter, Mrs. George H. Ruple, in Denver, Colo- 
rado, July 13, 1901, aged ninety years and twenty days. Her parents 
came from England in 1790, and settled first in Connecticut; but in 
1800 the family moved to ,Ohio, where her father’s cabin was one of 
the first erected in that part of the country. On July 3, 1828, she was 
married to Amos Bussey, of the same county. He was licensed to 
preach in the Methodist Episcopal Church in 1833, and was admitted 
on trial in the Erie Conference in 1837, but immediately transferred 
to Indiana, where he remained, in the Indiana and the Southeast 
Indiana Conferences, till the fall of 1856, when he removed his family 
to Iowa, and was admitted into the Iowa Conference. Here he 
remained effective for four years, filling successively the Bloomfield, 
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Monroe, Chariton, and Knoxville Charges. In the summer of i860, 
while at Knoxville, his health completely broke down, and, taking a 
superannuated relation to the Conference, he removed to Oskaloosa, 
where the family remained till after his death in January, 1865. From 
this statement it appears that Mother Bussey discharged the duties 
of an itinerant’s wife for twenty-eight years, during twenty-three of 
which her husband was in the pastoral work. 

Some time after Father Bussey’s death his widow removed to 
Louisiana, where her tw'o sons. General Cyrus Bussey and Dr. Harvey 
Bussey, resided, with whom she made her home for nearly thirty years. 
She then removed to Denver, to live with her daughter, at whose 
home she died. 

Mother Bussey was soundly converted and joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in her nineteenth year. She was a woman of much 
intelligence, and kept herself informed as to the great interests of 
Church and State, illustrative of which fact is the circumstance of her 
going to the polls and voting, at the election in Denver in 1900, when 
in her ninetieth year. 

She maintained her Church fellowship unbroken for over seventy- 
one years, and was a member, at the time of her death, of the Capitol 
Hill Methodist Episcopal Church in Denver. 

She was the mother of eleven children, of whom but two sur- 
vive, General Cyrus Bussey, of Washington, D. C., and Mrs. Ruple, 
of Denver; but she left twenty-five grandchildren, thirteen great-grand- 
children, and one great-great-grandchild; so she was permitted to see 
six generations of her family. 

Her religious experience was bright and hopeful. She was a 
devout Christian, and during all her life had taken an active part in 
religious and charitable work. She knew “whom she had believed,” 
and looked confidently for the “abundant entrance” to the “city which 
hath foundations.” Her last illness was severe, but she endured as 
seeing Him who is invisible, and her end was peace. Her remains, 
accompanied by two of her granddaughters, were brought to Oska- 
loosa, Iowa, and were laid away beside those of her husband and a 
daughter, in Forest Cemetery, funeral services being conducted by 
Rev. Jay W. Somerville, of Oskaloosa, and the Rev. E. H. Waring, 
a former pastor, who received her letter when she united with the 
Church in Oskaloosa in i860. E. H. Waring.

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ago. Circumstances made it necessary to build both church and par- 
sonage. This arduous undertaking was successfully accomplished un- 
der the leadership of G. H. Wehn, pastor. The two buildings cost $6,712, 
$2,542 remaining to be secured at dedication. Dr. Heppe of Mt. Pleas- 
ant preached the dedicatory sermon on the 23rd day of March, and the 
Presiding Elder was given charge of the Finances. There were secured 
during the day nearly $2900.00, including the price of a new bell, do- 
nated by Mrs. Dr. Kirkpatrick. Just before ten o’clock at night the 
church was dedicated with all obligations fully met. 

At Croton, also on the Farmington charge, our people purchased an 
abandoned church building, of the Presbyterian Board of Church Erec- 
tion. Under the leadership of Brother Wehn, the house has been re- 
built and is soon to be dedicated with all obligations fully met before^ 
hand. These two beautiful churches, with the parsonage, are lasting 
monuments of the pastorate of Brother Wehn and family. 

On the 16th of June our church at Salem was struck by lightning 
and burned to the ground, without insurance. Pastors and Presiding 
Elders had often tried to get it insured, but never succeeded. The 
Masons and Odd Fellows owned half of the lots and the second story 
of the building, which was used by them for lodge purposes. The 
building was brick, an unsightly structure and built more than forty 
years ago. It was too good to throw away and yet largely unsuited to 
the present day needs of the church. What to do with it was an un- 
solved problem until the good Providence of God illumined the situa- 
tion. Immediately after the fire, Pastor Sinclair persuaded the people 
to buy out the society, and secured a clear title to the lots. They are 
now building anew Methodist Episcopal Church, after plan No. 260 of 
the Board of Church Extension. The estimated cost of the uew build- 
ing is $4000.00. They have already secured $3600.00. At West Grove a 
class was organized in the spring. They have secured about one acre of 
ground with an old church building upon it, and will proceed to build a 
church during the coming year. 

Three parsonages have been secured this year, one at Fairfield, a 
good property, convenient to church and costing, with improvements 
added, the sum of $3150.00 and paid for. At Donnellson a good house 
and four lots, in the same block with the church, has been purchased 
for $700.00 At Bonaparte our people have purchased the property 
joining the church lot, on the south, which will make a comfortable 
home for the preacher. 

The following charges have added improvements and expended in 
repairs as follows: Birmingham, $250.00; Bentonsport, $60.00; Eldon, 

$50.00; Exline, $80.00; Keosauqua, $80.00; Keosauqua circuit, $60.00; 
Chatham Square, Keokuk, $1000.00; First Church Keokuk, $200.00. We 
have secured from the District our full apportionment of $30.00, expense 

of the Conference 20th Century Commission and for the expense 

of the General Conference 20th Century Commission. 
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Two sessions of the District Conference were held, one at Fairfield, 
the other at Centerville. One session of the Epworth League was held 
in convention at Moulton and devoted largely to institute work. The 
Emergency movement of the church received much attention in all 
these gatherings of the district. 

We have had a year of great material prosperity and much spiritual 
advancement As we understand it our district having paid off all 
debts resting upon the church and parsonage property January 1st, 
1899, is entitled to a place on the “Honor Roll of the 20th Century Move- 
ment.” 

The provisions of the Discipline for the support of the benevolen- 
ces of the church have been quite faithfully carried out within the dis- 
trict. And we confidently expect the reports of the pastors will show 
an increase in the sum total over that of last year. The collection for 
I. W. U. has received special attention in every charge and will show a 
special increase. We take just pride in sending more students to the 
college than any other district and earnestly desire to send much more 
money than we have ever been able to secure. Graham Hospital under 
the management of the Deaconess Bureau of our own church is lo- 
cated in this city of Keokuk. Mary C. Jackson, Deaconess, is Super- 
intendent. According to her statement they opened the hospital for 
reception of patients one year ago, or September 23, 1901. Since that 
time they have received and treated 110 patients or 42 medical cases 
and 68 surgical operations They have also cared for 28 patients in 
their homes and the wives of two ministers in the hospital. They have 
had four Deaconesses at work during the year, besides seven other 
nurses. Number of pay cases, 99; Number of charity cases, 11. They 
have received in donations, of food and cash, from auxiliaries of the W. 
H. M. Society and private sources to the amount of $121.38. They have 
received from patients the sum of $3307.48. Money expended, $2819.80; 
outstanding accounts good, $292.88; Balance in favor Hospital, $780.56. , 

We submit our fifth annual report with sincere gratitude to God for 
abundant mercies, and keen appreciation of the cordial co-operation of 
my brethern. 



MUSCATINE DISTRICT. 

W. Q. Thorn, Presiding Elder. 

Soon after my appointment to Muscatine District I learned that 
four places were left to be supplied. Park Avenue, Muscatine, was at- 
tached to First Church with C. L. Stafford as pastor and one to be sup- 
plied. The service of Brother Nevius, the Secretary of the Y. M. C. A., 
was secured but soon found to be an impractical plan. Dr. Strafford 
then assumed the responsibility of the entire work. To this work he 
had devoted a great deal of earnest labor, but the problem of the dis- 
position of Park Avenue still remains to be solved. Sweetland Circuit 
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was supplied by Rev. W. E. Howe, a supernumerary member of Des 
Moiues Conference who has done good work. Koszta was supplied by 
Rev. A. C. Bonham. Brother Bonham has been quite successful under 
discouraging circumstances. Amish was supplied by Rev. A. J. Bruner, 
who was transferred from the St. Louis Conference. Brother Bruner 
has done well The most extensive revival on the district was conduct- 
ed by him at Champion Hill. Early in the spr ng Brother F. A. 
Shawkcy deemed it necessary on his part to resign his charge of 
Kalona Circuit. He had arranged to enter the work of the Childrens’ 
Homefinding Society in Nebraska. The location did not seem to agree 
with the health of either himself or his wife. I consented to his resig- 
nation and secured the service of Rev. W. J. Pyle of St. Louis, and 
asked for and obtained his transfer to this Conference. He has suc- 
cessfully won the hearts of his people. During the winter Brother A. M. 
Smith was prostrated with lung fever and for a time his friends de- 
spaired of his recovery, though I am glad to say that our fears were re- 
moved and he is now enjoying about his usual health. During his pro- 
tracted illness he deemed it necessary to resign his work and engage in 
some other kind of employment until he could regain his former physi- 
cal vigor, as for some years he has been suffering with delicate health. I 
reluctantly consented to his resignation and appointed Rev. .J. F. 
Robertson to take his place on Webster Circuit. Brother Robertson is 
the son of the late Rev. J. F. Robertson, who w^as one of the very highly 
esteemed members of our Conference. He seems to be following in his 
father’s footsteps in rendering most excellent service. 

Early in January our beloved brother. Rev. B. M. Boydston, began 
failing in health. He made an heroic fight for health and strength but 
unavailing. The disease that carried him off baffled the skill of the 
best physicians who could be secured until May 13th, the good Father 
called him from the many weeks of great suffering through which he 
had passed, to his eternal rest. The vacancy at Lone Tree caused by 
his death was filled by the appointment of Brother C. N. Pace, who had 
been left without worR to attend school. Brother Pace very soon found 
the hearts of the people and has done excellently. Thus it has fallen to 
my lot during my first year of presiding to appoint six brethern to sup- 
ply vacant charges. 

The other pastors were promptly at their work and without excep- 
tion have done their best for the building up of the Master’s cause. 
Three hundred have united with the church on probation. Revival 
work was greatly hindered in many places by the numerous cases of 
smallpox. A number of churches were closed entirely for several weeks 
at the time that was intended for special revival. 

Substantial material improvements have been made in a number of 
charges. 

Amish Circuit.— Champion Hill has put in new seats and other re- 
pairs at a cost of 3405. A 3250 debt on the parsonage was paid.* 
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Letts improved at an expense of S115. The church at Lone Tree 
was frescoed and other improvements costing $175. 

Marengo completed improvements that were begun last year 
costing $1614. Muscatine First Church invested $550 in improve- 
ments and Park Avenue $115. On the Muscatine Circuit $220 
was expended. On Nichols Circuit $115 was spent on the 
church at Nichols. Also $60 improvements at Cedar Valley, and at 
Cone a beautiful church was finished at a cost of $2,700. Oxford invest- 
ed in a new bell and other improvements costing $457. Sweetland spent 
in repairs $250. Wellman paid in indebtedness $200. At Keota charge, 
Harper appointment, $80 worth of improvements were made. West 
Liberty bought an organ at a cost of $100, and other smaller amounts as 
follows: 

Blue Grass, $30; Keota, $37; North English, $41; Kiverside, $67; 
West Chester, $76; Williamsburg, $40; making a total of $6,343. 

Wilton met with a very serious loss in the burning of their church. 
It was insured at about one-third of its value. The board of trus- 
tees immediately proceeded to make arrangements to rebuild. 

The wet weather of the past summer has greatly retarded the pro- 
gress of the work. They now have the foundation made. The corner 
stone was laid September 8th. They are now pushing the work as rapidly 
as possible and hope soon to have another church more beautiful than 
the former one. The spire on the church in Washington was injured 
by the storm but is fully repaired. 

A very profitable session of the District Conference was held* at 
Keota in November and one also in connection with the district camp 
meeting at Wilton. A very profitable session of its Ministerial Asso- 
ciation was held at Nichols in June. Also the district Epworth League 
Convention at Oxford was a decided success. A series of five sub- 
district mjssionary conventions was held, that proved intensely interest- 
ing and profitable. 

The regular church benevolences have received special attention 
and the enthusiastic efforts of pastors have been crowned with success 
in a healthy increase. 

As indicated, seventeen charges report an increase of $415 for mis- 
sions. 

A number of the charges have met the apportionment of twenty- 
five cents per member for the college. 



OSKALOOSA DISTRICT. 

W. G. PreskUng Elder. 

Dear Brethren: At the close of the last conference session the 
the pastors of the Oskaloosa District went immediately to their fields of 
labor and with one exception have continued to the close of the year. 

In April, Rev. A. W. Haines, pastor of the Lynnville circuit, asked to 
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be relieved of his charge that he might take the oversight of a fruit 
farm his son had purchased in southern Michigan. Brother Haines felt 
the work on the circuit was too hard for him and that this opportunity 
came to him providentially. He is a good man and has been a faithful 
minister of the gospel, and will be missed by all the brethren. 

I was able to secure Rev. A. J . W. Tongue, a student in Cornell col- 
lege, to till out the year. 

Taintor circuit was left to be supplied at the last conference and 
Rev. O. E. McBride of Reasnor was appointed to supply the work, and 
so acceptable have both these brethren been to the charges they have 
served, that there are unanimous requests from their quarterly confer- 
ence to have them returned for another year. 

Rose Hill circuit was also left to be supplied at the last conference^ 
and after a few weeks delay. Rev. C. P. Adams, of Kentucky confer- 
ence, was transferred to the Iowa conference by Bishop Andrews and 
appointed to that charge. 

Brother Adams is a young man with a wife and two children, and 
his year’s service at Rose Hill has proved him to be “a workman that 
needeth not to be ashamed.” 

The health, of the brethren has generally been good and there has 
been no serious sickness in any of their families. 

The spiritual work in the district has not been all that was desired, 
but there were some good meetings and much earnest work done and 
more or less conversions in almost every charge. There were some- 
thing over 700 professed conversions in the district. 

The material improvements have not been extended. The church 
building at Delta, G. H. Hanawalt pastor, which had been greatly en- 
larged previous to the last session of the Conference, at a cost of about 
^3,300, was dedicated by Dr Hancher directly after the Conference. 
The entire amount was provided for and has been paid. 

The church building at Lacy, J. \V. De Yoe pastor, has been 
greatly improved by the addition of a lecture room, stained glass 
windows, new seats, new carpet on main floor, furnace and new organ, 
at a cost of 82,260, all of which « as provided for before the reopening 
which took place August 31st, and was conducted by Brother Hancher, 
and marks an epoch in the history of this church and community. 

The brethren at Newton circuit, D. R. Martin pastor, have rallied 
during the year and built a fine parsonage at Killduff. The cost of 
house, barn, well and cistern complete, was 81,800, and has all been 
paid. 

Other 'improvements and repairs have been made on the district 
aggregating about 82,500. 

The ch urch at Grinnell, W. P. Stoddard pastor, has cancelled its 
mortgage, and the pastor will report all bills paid. Central Church, 
Oskaloosa, J. W. Somerville pastor, is making substantial , headway in 
collectiog subscriptions and getting rid of its debt, and looks forward 
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hopefully to the day of its deliverance. There are but two other small 
debts in the district, one of about 8600 on church at Reasnor, and one 
of about 8300 on parsonage at What Cheer. 

I think there will be a healthy advance in the benevolences of the 
district. This would have been marked but for the fact that too many 
postponed the work till late in the year and the many bad Sabbaths 
have interfered. 

I had hopes that we would meet the apportionment to the district, 
of 83,100, but fear it will fall some short. 

I think the brethren will report about 81,000 for the Iowa Wesleyan 
University. I am glad to say that the attention of the Methodists in 
the Oskaloosa district is turning towards their own school, and that 
about thirty of our young people have entered the Iowa Wesleyan 
this fall. 

The district Conferences have been held, one at New Sharon, and 
one at Malcom. 

Our Sunday schools are all using our own literature. 

There are thirty-seven Epworth Leagues in the district, with 1,725 
members, and about fifteen Ju nior Leagues with about 700 members. 
There are 460 Advocates taken and 410 Epworth Heralds. 

I have given special attention this year, to the title of church 
property, and find that in almost every case the property has been deeded 
to the church, and that the deeds are on record. 

In closing my term in the district, I wish to record my gratitude to 
God for his unfailing goodness and love, and my high appreciation of 
the hearty co-operation and patient forbearing of my brethren. One of 
the sweet compensations for absence from home and some of the more 
unpleasant features of the district work, is the Christian fellowship and 
royal entertainment in the homes of the pastors and laymen of the 
church. 

In view of these things, and of the opportunities for self-sacrificing 
service, I hail and wish God speed to my successor. 



OTTUMWA DISTRICT. 

J. ir. Lamhert, Presiding Elder. 

The work in Ottumwa District has been marked by many changes 
this year. One week after the adjournment of our last Conference, Rev. 
C. E. Coggeshall, our pastor at Chillicothe, was transferred to the Upper 
Iowa Conference. Rev. D. S. Dunlavy was changed from Pleasant 
Plains to Chillicothe, M. L. Sanders was changed from Blakesburg to 
Pleasant Plains and Rev. A. G. C. Brown supplied the Blakesburg 
charge. Sister Thero, the wife of Rev. Samuel Thero, lost her health, 
and early in December he left the Lovilia circuit to find a milder climate 
for his wife. The Lovilia circuit was supplied by Rev. E. C. Boaz. 

Rev. W. S. Shearer, our pastor at Cedar, died the 13th of February. 
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Eev. U. F. Gilbert, a* student at Mt. Pleasant, was secured to fill the 
charge. 

On the 13th of April, as he was returning from an evening appoint- 
ment, Kev. D. S. Dunlavy was struck by a fast train on a crossing one 
mile west of Chillicothe. He was in a state of unconsciousness when 
taken up by the trainmen, and died in a few minutes. Rev. C. E. Hawk 
was changed from Hocking and Hilton to Chillicothe. Rev. A. L. Jor- 
dan was secured to supply the work at Hocking and Hilton. He has 
done good work, and among other things has raised the benevolent ap- 
portionments in full, including twenty-five cents per member for the 
Iowa Wesleyan University. 

Our new church at Eddyville, which was commenced last year, was 
completed and. dedicated free of dent by Dr. Van Ness of Mason City 
Feb. 3. Brother Dillon, the present pastor, took up the work where 
Bro. Gilbert, the former pastor, laid it down, and ably carried it 
through to completion. The cost was 84,500. 

The contract for the new church at Cedar was let soon after 
the adjournment of our last Conference. Bro. Shearer, the faithful 
pastor, raised most of the money, and did much of the work, hauling 
sand and water for the workmen, keeping up fires, and attending to all 
the details of the work. While working at the church from six to 
eight hours a day, he held two revival meetings, one at Fairview, the 
other at '-v right. . During his meeting at Wright he was prostrated 
with a most malignant attack of typhoid fever from which he died. 
The new church was nearing completion, and the first service held in it 
was the funeral of this most eflficient pastor. This splendid edifice was 
completed and dedicated the 4th of August, by Dr. J. W. Hancher, 
the pastor, and the writer. This building cost 85,500, which amount 
was amply provided for. It stands as a beautiful monument to the 
ability and enterprise of Brother Shearer, who sacrificed his life in its 
erection. 

Soon after Conference the contract was let for the erection of a • 
new church at Ollie, on the Richland circuit. Rev. G. W. Pool, pastor. 
This church costing 81,200, was completed and dedicated by Dr. J. W. 
Hancher and the pastor, the first of December, free from debt. Bro- 
ther Pool raised most of the money, and wrought faithfully with his 
hands in putting in the foundation. 

The Baptist church at Harvey was recently purchased by our peo- 
ple, which gives us the only English speaking church in this new and 
growing town. We have a good church property, a good Sunday school 
and about 40 members, where a year ago we had nothing. Harvy be- 
longs to Tracy charge. Rev. L. R. Burdock is the pastor. This enter- 
prising congregation has recently purchased a new parsonage, which 
will locate the pastor at Harvey. 

Rev. I. B. Taylor, who supplied the Avery circuit, on finding no 
suitable house to live in went to work in g"ood earnest and in a few 
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weeks he and his good people completed a commodious cottage of five 
rooms at a cost of ^725, and then paid for it. 

Rev. C. W. Wilson, pastor of the Bussy charge, becoming tired of 
paying high rents for a house to live in, has succeeded in building an 
eight room parson ige on a lot adjacent to the church, and has had the 
pleasure of occupying it since the 17th of April. 

The old parsonage at Chillicothe has been sold and a good modern 
five room cottage, with three lots of ground, a good barn and plenty of 
fruit, has been purchased in its place at a cost of SI, 225. This achieve- 
ment is. largely due lo Rev. C. E. Hawk, the present pastor. 

The parsonage at Fremont has been improved by adding a new 
kitchen, paint and paper. 

At Attica the parsonage has been re- modeled, re-papered and 
painted. 

The parsonage at Martinsburg has a new cistern, and has been 
treated to new paper and a new coat of paint. 

A new barn has been placed on the parsonage lot at Hedrick. 

The parsonages at Moravia and Durham have been re-papered. 

Extensive repairs have been commenced on the Pleasant Grove 
church, of the Pleasant Plains charge, which will cost from S400 to S500 
complete them. 

The church at Hedrick has been lighted by gas. 

A new system of lighting has been placed in the church at Agency, 
at a cost of $100 which is very satisfactory. 

The First M. E. Church of Ottumwa, is being extensively improved 
by placing a gallery in the auditorium, which runs from the choir loft 
around the entire building, and will afford a seating capacity for two 
hundred and twenty-five people. 

A wing of three stories has been erected on the southeast of the 
main building, connecting with the Sunday school department, and con- 
tains a large room and gallery with class room above for the Sunday 
school. The third story will be connected with the auditorum, and be 
furnished as a ladies’ parlor. These improvements will cost ten thous- 
and dollars. 

The church at Albia has been beautifully frescoed, and otherwise 
improved, costing S700. 

Other improvements have been made on many of our churches, and 
with a few exceptions our church property is in good condition, well in- 
sured, and properly carried for. 

The small-pox, grippe and measles, greatly hindered our revival 
work through the fall and winter months. Nevertheless we have had 
gracious revivals in some of the charges. Among these we mention 
Main street, Ottumwa; First Churchy Ottumwa; Albia, Moravia, Hock- 
ing, Avery, Attica, Agency, Sigourney, Lovilia, Kirkville, Eddyville, 
Cedar and Tracy. In other charges a revival spirit has prevailed, and 
souls have been gathered into the fold. The number of conversions 
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and reclamations aggregate about nine hundred. Of these, six hund- 
red were received into the church on probation. I can not give the 
number of those that have come into full membership. 

The benevolent collections have had attention, and the pastors in 
most cases have done what they could to meet their apportionment. 
I have preached in most of the charges on education and missions. 
The numerous rainy Sundays which we have had through the summer 
have been a great hindrance in taking and collecting subscriptions. 
Our laymen in the rural charges became greatly discouraged at seeing a 
splendid crop of small grain in their fields, go into the ground before 
their eyes, under the beating rain. Some of them did herocially and 
kept their subscriptions at the old mark, and a few advanced them, 
while others cut them down. 

We have insisted upon bringing up our college collections to 25 
cents per num ber in each pastoral charge. And now believe, but for 
the rain and floods, it could have been done. 

We hope for an advance over last year on missions and the college 
collection. Building and paying for churches has interfered very greatly 
with the benevolent collections at Eddyville and Cedar. This is especial- 
ly true of Eddyville, where our membership is not large, and most of 
our people are poor. 

Brother .T. C. Goughian has launched a new church enterprise at 
Pack wood. The cost of the new church is to be about #3,500, and nearly 
#3,000 has been raised in good subscription. The contract will soon be 
let and the work commenced. 

The District Epworth League held a very successful convention at 
Richland in June. The attendance was large, and the meeting very 
helpful. 

Our districl Conference was held at Martinsburg, August 5 to 7. 

The homes of our pastors have enjoyed the blessing of good health 
in most cases. Brother Groome was greatly afliicted with a trouble in 
his eyes, w'hich threatened the loss of his sight. We are glad to report 
that while not fully restored, he is greatly improved, and we hope will 
soon be fully restored. 

The wife of Rev. G. W. Pool, our pastor at Richland,' and their 
youngest child are both prostrated with typhoid fever. 

In closing this report, I wish to express my hearty gratitude to God 
feu* the preservation of my life and health, and to the preachers of the 
district for their many kindnesses and hearty co-operation in every good 
work.

Th® 
great family of Advocates for the Methodist hosts; the peerless Herald 
for our Epworth army; a Sunday School literature combining merit. and 
attractiveness, altogether represent a moral force potential for the 
future of the church in the world and the advancement of the Redeem- 
er’s Kingdom. We heartily commend our publishing interests to the 
consideration of pastors and people as mutually beneficial and worthy 
of our support. 

We bespeak a presistent effort on the part of our pastors to place a 
church paper in every Methodist home and the use of our own literature 
in our own Sunday Schools. 



Church Extension. 

The committee on Church Extension submit the following report: 
The Iowa Conference up to the present time has contributed about 
$42,009 to the Church Extension society. The loans made to the var- 
ious charges within the bounds of the Conference have all been paid. 
Last year there were special sums given to the society amounting 
to $300 by certain persons, but this year there is a small decrease of $18» 
which shows a handsome advance ihis year over last in collections made 
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from congregations, but the amount should have been much larger. 
This society has made a splendid record in the vast number of needy 
churches, which have been helped by loans and donations. There are 
pressing demands upon it at the present time, which render it necessary 
that the church should make greatly increased efforts to supply the 
money to respond to those demands. 

Resolved, That we make a special effort the coming year to raise the 
full apportionment in all our charges for this cause. 

Report of the Deaconess Board. 

The board nominates R. L. Patterson, J. E. Newsom and Mrs. 
Latham Ingham as members of the third class and presents the follo^. 
ing resolutions: 

Resolved, 1. That we commend the Icwa Methodist Hospital lo- 
cated at Des Moines. As one of the patronizing Conferences we extend 
to it our sympathy, co-operation and financial support. 

2. That the Ridweil Deaconess Home merits our support and 
patronage. 

3. We reiterate our expression of last year and the year previous, in 
that we commend to the sympathy of the Iowa Conference the efforts of 
the local board in the establishment of a protestant hospital in Keokuk, 
under the auspices of the Woman’s Home Missionary society. We call 
attention to the work of the Deaconesses who have had the internal 
management of this hospital. We believe the character of this work, as 
well as its efficiency and spirit, must commend itself to all who love 
.Jesus Christ. We recommend that the auxiliaries of the AV Oman’s 
Home Missionary society co-operate with it in every reasonable way. 

Report of Committee on District Conference Records. 

Your committee submits the following report: 

The record of the Burlington District is not at the seat of the 
annual conference. 

The records of the other districts have been examined and the fol- 
lowing errors noted; 

1. The Oskaloosa district record does not show a complete roll of 
the members. 

2. The Muscatine district record is deficient in the roll of mem- 
bers. 

The minutes are crowded upon the pages so that it is difficult to re- 
fer to a particular minute. 

No space has been left at the top of the page where the minutes of 
a semi-annual session begin. As a result the minutes of two sessions 
appear to the eye like a continuous record. 

Words and clauses are so abbreviated in some instances as to make 
the meaning obscure. 

Report on Education. 

It is with great pleasure that your committee reports that the vig- 
orous campaign made by the executive committee of the Iowa AVesleyan 
University, is bringing marked results for the highest and best interests 
of the school. 
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The reports of last year, coming from many quarters and giving 
promise of future success, continue to come with increasing force, and 
are yielding large results in both money and students. 

We are greatly pleased with the report of the president. Dr. John 
W. Hancher. It not only gives the enrollment of students and states 
the financial condition of the institution, but gives all desired informa- 
tion in such detail as to be highly satisfactory. 

The returns from the “Twenty-five cents per member plan” of last 
year have been so gratifying that we recommend its continuation. 
Therefore, we would recommend that an apportionment of twenty-five 
cents per member, as an educational collection for the Iowa Wesleyan 
University, be made to the charges of the conference for the ensuing 



We further recommend that the board of trustees of the Iowa Wes- 
leyan University be requested to authorize at an early date any and 
every charge raising the full apportionment of twenty-five cents per 
member to elect one or more worthy and needy persons who shall be- 
come beneficiary students in the preparatory or collegiate departments 
of the Iowa Wesleyan University, to the full amount of said collection 
in such charge under such directions and regulations as may seem to be 
wise and good to the board of trustees. 

The Woman’s Guild of the Iowa Wesleyan University is doing an 
excellent work. In dues, notes and pledges it brings substantial finan- 
cial aid. It circulates educational literature, solicits students and se- 
cures a deeper interest in the institution. It is greatly to be hoped that 
Guilds will be organized all over our conference, and that the women of 
the church will be able to give some of their best efforts to the Iowa 
Wesleyan University. 

We note with satisfaction the report of special gifts to the Board of 
Education, and unreservedly commend it to the benevolence of our peo- 
ple, particularly those who are able to make large gifts. 

We urge that Children’s Day be observed and a collection be taken 
in every charge according to the Discipline. 

During the past year the Board aided students who gave their home 
residence or church relation as within the bounds of our conference to 
the number of 18, and to the amount of $785.00. The contributions of 
our conference received by the Board for the year were $681.42. Our 
minutes show a large number of charges not contributing to this fund. 

We commend the oflScials of the Board for their energy in collecting 
loans, and we urge all beneficiaries with our conference to make as 
prompt payment as possible. 

We commend the “Christian Student” and the “Cokesbury Guild” to 
all our people. 

We are especially pleased that the Board of Education proposes to 
celebrate bi centenary of John Wesley’s birth, and we promise our hearty 
co-operation. ' , 
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We heartily commend the theological schools of our church to our 
young men, and recommend that they secure through them a more thor- 
ough training for the ministry. 

We call the attentipn of the church to the Woman’s College of Balti- 
more, which, as a school of its class, has no superior. 

We recommend the following persons as trustees of the Iowa AVes- 
leyan University for the class of 190G; Revs. W. P. Stoddard, W. R 
Stryker, J. E. Newsom; Messrs. JohnC. Fitzgerald, George Haw, Sam- 
uel Whitlock.

First Annual Report of John W. Hanchett President of Iowa Wesleyan Uni- 
versity, to the Iowa Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, in 
Session at Keokuk, Iowa, September J7, 1902. 

Dear Father sand Brethren 

My first year in the responsible position to which you invited me 
18 months since has been abundant in service and delightful in ex- 
perience. My welcome was cordial and my fellowship with you has 
been sweet and precious. AVhatever measure of success has been 
achieved in this service is due to the faithful and loyal co-operation of 
the members of this Conference and the laymen who constitute the 
great body of the church. From the first hour of my arrival upon the 
field until now I have seen and felt a large and growing purpose of co- 
operation in the furthering of the interests of Iowa AA’esleyan Uni- 
vetsity. 

FACULTY. 

The work of the faculty last year was for the most part efiicient, 
and averaged well. Professors Hickey and Gilchrist resigned at com- 
mencement. The work of the chair of Economics, which Professor 
Hickey had filled, was divided among other members of the faculty^ for 
this year. An assistant was elected in Natural Science to take charge 
of the work in Biology. Professor McDonald, who had French and 
English Literature, was transferred from Literature to Mathematics, 
in which department she becomes assistant. Miss Blanche Isabelle 
Thoburn was secured by the Executive Committee for the chair of 
English Literature and Preceptress at Hershey Hall. Miss Alice J. 
Haw was elected Physical Director. The Bishop will be asked at this 
session of the Conference to confirm the election of your brother and 
co-worker, Rev. Elias Handy, to the chair of Didactics and Oratory. 
This completes our faculty organization for this year, and in my 
opinion greatly strengthens the average ability. 
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I STUDENTS. 

T he total enrollment last year was 702. Making reduction for re- 
i counts we had a net total of 515. This included all departments of the 

] school. Of these, a few more than one-half were in the Preparatory 

and Collegiate departments. The student-body was for the most part 
loyal, faithful, aggressive and determined. I regard the scholastic 
work of the year as having been very valuable. The moral tone and 
spiritual influence and life were very gratifying. While there were not 
as many professed conversions as in some former years of your history, 
the converts last year were among the leaders in student life, and the 
showers of grace that fell upon our college community were most 
profitable, and helpful to both faculty and students. The year just 
opened promises increased enrollment.

The Board of Trustees spent two days and nights of last Novem- 
ber, in careful study of this financial problem, and devising a plan for 
raising the debt.

Episcopal Fund. 

The committee on Episcopal Fund, after careful examination of the 
statistics, find that the Bishop’s claim has been paid in advance of the 
disciplinary provision, there being but two delinquents, namely: E. C. 
Boaz, $3, and W. E. Howe, $2, both being supplies in the conference. 
Very many have paid the claim in full when there were large deficiencies 
in their own salaries. 

Freedman^s Aid and Southern Education Society. 

We are glad to learn that not one who has graduated from our 
schools has in any way been connected with the prevalent crimes and 
lawlessness in the south. 

Inasmuch as this society is such a moulding factor in the educa- 
tion and moral uplifting of the destitute millions of the south, both 
black and white, and that the work is so vitally connected with the 
progress of the church and the safety of the nation— 

Resolved, That w’e, as pastors, use the literature of the society as a 
means of informing the people as to the importance of the work. 

We recommend the observance of Lincoln’s birthday. Also, that 
the full apportionment be raised. 

We record our appreciation of the efficient work of the Industrial 
Schools of our society in training for usefulness 2,600 young people this 
last year in the twenty or more trades and professions. 
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Periodical Accounts. 

With pleasure we record that the pastors, w’ith but one exception, 
adjusted their accounts with the book concern. 

Sabbath Observance. 

As the Sabbath is a great day with the worldly people and also many 
of our own for outings of various kinds, therefore, be it 

Kemlved, That we do, by precept and example, strive -to point out to 
them their privileges in the Gospel and seek to have them obev God 
rather than man. 

State of the Church. 

1. We give thanks to Almighty God for the gracious benedictions 
of another year of love and labor. 

2. We rejoice greatly in the success of the 20th Century Forward 

movement; that millions of dollars have come to the treasury of the 
church for the strengthening of Zion’s forces and the.enlargement of her 
borders, and that a great host has been won to the Master’s service, such i| 

as are being saved. W’^e recommend that special effort be made to secure 
our full share of the twenty million dollars before the specified time ex- 
pires, and that earnest prayer be offered that two millions of souls may 
be Saved. • 

3. While we congratulate the church on the great increase in num. 
bers, we would not be unmindful that undue eagerness for numbers 
may result in deterioration of quality; that the admission of unconvert- 
ed people to membership means corresponding decrease of spirituality. 

Let us “ask for the old paths” of pungent conviction, clear conversion 
and the witness of the Spirit. We regret the imperfect apprehension of 
the responsibility of stewardship. Our ministers should preach the 
Word on the consecration of wealth for the advancement of Christ’s 
kingdom. There is an urgent call to the church for greater sensitiveness 
of conscience on ethical questions. Sabbath desecration, intemperance 
and social impurity are too lightly passed over. We, therefore, call for 
a vigorous arraignment of these evils and the proclamation of the “law 
of the Lord.” 

4. We would summon the whole church— pastors and people— to re- 
newed consecration, earnestly seeking the baptism of the Holy Spirit 
and such oneness with God as shall lead her to expect great things from 
God and attempt great things for God. 

Report of Committee on the State of tbe Country. 

At the time of our assembling last year the nation was plunged in 
deep mourning by the death of our president, Wm. McKinley. We re- 
joice, however, that in that hour of our extremity God had our nation ' 

under his protection, and that there was a strong, true man to take the 
place of the lamented McKinley, and our prayers are with President 
Roosevelt that he may continue subject to divine guidance. i 

We rejoice that we are at peace with all the world, and that such is ] 

our position in diplomatic circles that the voice of our administration is 
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being heard by European powers in behalf of justice for the persecuted 
Jews of Roumania. 

We view with feelings of deep concern the strife which is raging in 
our land between the forces of labor and capital, and we will pray and 
labor to the end that the law of Christ may speedily prevail, and thus 
the present unhappy condition of affairs be brought to an end. 

We are in favor of establishing in the department of justice at 
Washington a laboratory for the study of the criminal, pauper and de- 
fective classes, it being understood that such investigation is a develop- 
ment of work already begun under the Federal Government. That such 
study shall include the collection of jurisprudential, sociological and 
pathological data in institutions for the delinquent, dependent and 
defective, and in hospitals, schools and other institutions; that especially 
the causes of social evils shall be sought out with a view to ameliorat- 
ing or preventing them. 

Report of the Sunday School Committee to the Annual Conference. 

We recognize the great importance of the Sunday School as a factor 
in the religious and educational life of our times. We believe that 
greater care should be exercised in the selection of teachers,and hope the 
time is not far distant when every teacher in our Sunday Schools sjiall 
be a professed follower of Jesus Christ with a living experience. 

We believe our own Sunday School literature to be the best for the 
purpose that can be obtained. We urge our pastors and presiding 
elders everywhere to see that our literature is used. 

AVe recommend that wherever practicable, the home department 
be established in connection with our Sunday schools. Inasmuch as 
the Sunday School Union of our church aids ever year about 3,500 needy 
schools with literature, and has no resources except the collections in 
the churches, we urge our pastors to take a special offering for the 
same on some fixed time when all can give to this important work. 

Report of the Committee on Temperance. 

1. Believing the liquor traffic to be a curse and a foe to our homes, 
church and the nation, we record it as our convictions that it should be 
opposed in every possible way. 

2. The supreme needs of the hour are the better enforcement of ex- 
isting laws, and general agitation of the evils of the liquor traffic. 

3. Better provision should be made to enforce the laws againet the 
illegal sale of liquor. 

3. We endorse the work of the Anti-Saloon League, and rec- 
ommend this Conference to elect two delegates to the National Con- 
vention to be held in Washington, D. C„ December 11, 1902. 

5. In as much as it was the Inter-State Commerce Law and the 
Original Package Decision, which undermined the efficiency of the Pro- 
hibitory law in Iowa as in other states, and these decisions and others of 
similar character, have defeated aggressive efforts at law-enforcement, 
and have discouraged the friends of law and order through out thestate> 
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we favor such modification of the Inter-State Commerce Law that there 
will be no hindrance to the police powers of the states in handling 
illegal sales of liquors. 

Report of the Tract Society. 

1. The Tract Society of onr church, publishes and aids in the dis- 
tribution of religious tracts and leaflets throughout the world. These 
are printed in at least twelve languages in the United States, and in 
more than twenty languages in foreign lands. Many thousands of pages 
of tracts are given away every year. In this country alone 11,000,000 
pages are distributed gratis, besides giving $10,000 annually to the sup- 
port of the work in our mission stations. A large field for the circula- 
tion of this literature is found among the soldiers in camp, the sailors 
and marines; the prison and public institutions throughout our country, 
andjfor the use of thousands of pastors in their respective charges. 

2. We reccommend that the pastors of our Conference accept more 
generally, the liberal offer of the Tract Society, which provides ^hat 
every preacher who may apply, will receive from the society free tracts 
to the amount of one-half of the last collection of his charge for the 
Tract Society. 

3. In as much as the financial needs of the society are great, in 
order that it may carry on its work throughout the church and the 
world, we urge that the pastors in their respective charges, take a col- 
lection for this society during the coming year, and that our (moral and 
financial support be given to this society in its work of ciculating re- 
ligious literature throughout the world.
